Toronto, Sept. 30—The Globe today 
says editorially: “The first charge 
made by Premier Roblin against the 
Globe has been disproved. Mr. J. 8. 
Willison, editor of the News, formerly 
editor of the Globe, has stated most 
explicitly that the Crow's Nest rail- 
way policy of the Globe originated 
with himself two years before any 
director or stockholder had any in- 
terest in the Crow’s Nest. country, and 
in adopting that policy no director 
of the Globe was consulted.

“There is one word that describes 
that statement and every statement 
to the same effect. The word is one 
belonging to the vocabulary with 
which the Hon, R. P. Boblin seems 
familiar, and the meaning of which 
he may comprehend. His statement 
is a lie, a deliberate and downright 
lie, without the remotest shadow of 
foundation, ‘This slander campaign 
against the Glove is no longer a mut- 
ter of politics neither is it an affair 
personal to the present editor.

LORD MILNER HERE AS 
AN-EMPIRE STUDENT 


“My Object in Visiting Canada is to go 
Over as Much as Possible of the 
Country Whereof | Have Heard So 
Much, But Have Never Yet Seen,” 
He Said Before Leaving Engiand.—in 
Edmonton Tomorrow. 


Lord Roseberry, thet happy phrase 
maker-in-chie? to the empire, summed up 
Low? Milner, who will pay a short visit 
to Edmonton, tomorrow, when he wrote 
that “he has the union of intellect wie? 
fascinaticn, which makes men mount 
high."’ Already the prophesy has been 
strikingly veritied, and the

Tord Milner knows a great deal about 
the British empire but he has not before 


beew in Canada, his experience as an ad- 
ministrator having been confined chiefly 
to South Africa.

Remarkable Industry. 

Everyone knows that he achieved ex- 
ceptional distinction at Oxford. But the 
great seeret of Milner'’s life is that he 
has always been ready to accept and do 
justice to the positions of honor and re- 
sponsibility in which he has been suc- 
cersively placed. His industry has al- 
Ways been remarkable. Work has been 
to him mat only business but recreation. 
He seenin to have been quite without 
hobbies, athletic, or musical or artistic. 
It is not certain that he has ever played 
any game of any kind. In South Africa 
he rede mach on horseback. But even in 
this art he made very little progress He 
rode, it is true, fearlessly and recklessly, 
offen fo the no small anxiety of the 
members of his stat! who accompanied 
him. But his seat was always of the 
loosest, It is said that on one occasion, 
When receiving a deputation of Boers, he 


the heard of inland revenues. He would 
work at his official duties fifteen or «ix- 
ten hours of the dav. Four or five hours* 
sleep sufficed for him, and his only ex- 
ereise was a brief early morning ride in 
the park. He carried these babite sith 
him to South Africa, where severe appli- 
cation becomes more and nore irksome, 
owing 1? the climate, to persons of Euro- 
pean birth. Almest the first task he im- 
posed on himself was to master the 
Dutch language. and to acquaint himself 
thoroughly with all. the habits ,idiosyn- 
crasies,and prejudices of the Cape Dutch, 
His conscientious devotion to this task 
aroused some anxiety arhong the Cape 
British. They suspected that it meant 
an undue sympathy on the part of the 
imperial representative to one section of 
His Majesty's subjects. Of ceurse, noth- 
ing could Le mere absurd. Sir Alfred Mil 
ner was simpty qualifying himself as 
usual in every possible way for the great 
responsibility he had assumed, 


No Birth Advantages. 

lerd Milner owes his success mainly 
to his own abilities and industry. He 
hegan life without any advantages of 
birth or wealth or family influence. His 
father was a physician who had settled 
in Stuttgart, in Germany, and to this 
fact is due the statement, so often re- 
peated by Lord Milner’s enemies, that he 
is a German. His mother was a Miss 

teady, the daughter of an English 
major-general who was at one time gov- 
ernor of the Isle of Man. Both parents 
died long before young Alfred Milner had 
entered public life. He had neither bra 
ther nor sister, and has, it is said, no 
near relative at all, 

Like other distinguished men, Lord 
Milner served his apprenticeship to state- 
craft in the school of journalism. Thirty 
years ago Mr. Stead and Alfred Milner 
were writing “Occasional Notes” for the 
Pall Mall Gazette. In these days Milner 
was a long, thin apathetic young man. 
He affected no sports, such as an Oxford 
graduate might aspire to, but was an ae- 
complished and persistent swimmer. Or 
the “copy” Milner used to turn out Mr. 
Stead says it was “the most untidy I 
have ever had to deal with. He sprawl- 
ed all over the paper.” As a rule, Milner 
went about his daily tasks bareheaded. 
It ia said that the only light article he 
ever wrote for the newspaper was an im- 
aginary diary of a number of South Af- 
rican savages on a visit to London. He 
did it so well that many readers consid- 
ered it the work of a savage chief, 

When Jeseph Chamberlain resigned the 
colonial secretaryship Lord Milner was 
asked to suceeed him; but he declined, 
believing that hifduty at that time was 
to remain in South Africa, 

In the Front Rank. 

Nearly two years ago now Lord Milner 
delivered an impcrtant address at Man-! 
chester empodying a strong plea for im 
perialism and sucial reform which ‘t 
was instantly asserted placed him in the 
front rank of British statesmen, 

The Londen ‘Times referring editerially 
tu the Manchester speech, said: 

“Ii is remarkable beeause at a 
when party feeling runs high, ne made 

whatever to the party 
polemics of the moment, fer which he 
declared himself to bave neither apti 
tude nor taste; and also because he dis 
cussed the questions which really inter 
those affecting the permanent 
and the very existence of the 
British empire—with a breadth of view, 
a gravity of statement, and a compre 
hensive sobriety which ave only too rare 
amceng our public men, His speech is 
hot only on account ef its in 
but also because it marks 
the entry of Lord Milner, after a neces- 
sary and well-earned period of repose, 
apen a field of political labor in which 
workers are few. In the great self-gov- 
erning states which for want of a better 
word we still call colonies the speech w'll 
be read with a keen interest which the 
accepted orators of the day have little 
chance of arousing, and will do as much 
as one man not in office can do to ‘n- 
culeate patience in the present and hope 
for the future.”

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JAPANESE SAILOR AS A LOOTER. 
Eye Witnesses Dcscribe His Attack Upon 
Shanghai. 


Sept. 28—The steamer 
Empress of Japan, which arrived this; 
morning, brought further particulars, 
given by eye-witnesses ,of the looting 
by Japanese bluejackets at Shanghai, 
and theiy attack on the pelice, who, 
though outnumbered ten to one, over- 
came the rioters only by the most deter- 
mined courage. The brawl began be- 
cause a Japanese officer from the cruiser 
Tsushima struck a foreign woman stand- 
ing in the doorway of a house with a 
stick. A Sikh constable arrested the man 
when a Japanese officer attacked the 
constable and was also arrested 
trying to release his comrade. The police 
were taking the two Japanese in through 
the Japanese when in answer to calls, 
sailors poured from all sides to the Woo 
sung road, Stones and bottles were 
thrown at the police, The mob succeed- 
ed in releasing the two officers, and the 
police iurried to the Hong Kong station 
for firearms to protect themselves, dis 
persing the mob. The Japanese sailors 
returned with veinforecements and 
large mob attacked the police with 
stones, broken bottles and other missiles. 
Detective Sergeant Cruickshank fired a 
revolver in the air, and the Japanese dis 
persed and fled, taking vefuge at a Japa- 
nese club in the Yuhand voad. Word was 
sent to Mr. Takashima, the Japanese po- 
liceg inspector, and to the Tshushima, 
and the Japanese consul, who had the 
rioters removed on beard ship. A num- 
her of rioter were arrested by the Shang- 
hai police, and were being tried when 
the steamer sailed.

ADVISED OBSERVANCE OF LAW. 


Editor Bulletin. 

Sir,—I have this day been informed 
that shortly after a visit which I made 
to Calgary you published an article 
dealing with my business there and 
among other things, made it appear 
that I had counseled a defiance of 
the law. Unfortunately [ have not be- 
fore me a copy of your paper so that 
[ may be mistaken in adopting ecur 
say evidence of the report you wrote, 
If you made any statement to the 
effect mentioned, permit me to say 
that you were mistaken, Whatever 
may be my opinion of any law, I 
shall always advise my clients to 
yield obedience to it. Ii you had be- 
fore you the opinion which [ submit- 
ted to the United Mine Workers, snd 
whieh I presume, in course of time 
you will read, you would understand 
how very far astray trom the facts, 
you were, if you said that disobedi- 
ence to the law had been suggested. 
It has been made abundantly plain 
that the Lemieux act, while excellent 
in principle, fails to achieve the in- 
tention of its framers. All you have 
to do to understand this is to read 
the judgment of Mr. Justice Stuart. 
Perhaps you know that the appeal 
taken irom that Jearned judge’s de- 
‘ision, was diopped. This, was upon 
my advice, as [ saw no reason for 
listurbing the findings upon the law, 
and I knew nothing about the. facts. 
it is almost striving for the impos- 
sible to seek to have a judge's find- 
ings of fact set aside and whether the 
learned judge was right or wrong 
upon those questions, is something T 
know nothing about. 

I have permission to quote the fol- 
lowing from a written opinion given 
to my clients: “It is important that 
nothing should be done which could 
possibly interrupt industrial activity 
or disturb the friendly relations that 
exist between the United Mine Work- 
ers and the majority of operatore with 
whom a supposed agreement exists, 
and with whom it is desired to enter 
into renewal and binding agreements. 
It will be seen at onee that a large 
responsibility rests upon the counsel 
who is instructed, thitoif possible a 
means shall be found whereby the 
supposed right of the United Mine 
Workers of America to contract on be- 
half of employees may be recognized 
ind their agreement be legally entore- 
ad."

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EDMONTON BULLETIN WEDN' 


BAR IS A GOLD BRICK 
SAYS REV. FORTUNE 


Annual Meeting of Local Branch of 
Alberta Temperance and Moral 
Reform League—Movement Inaug- 
urated for Submission to Plebis- 
city at Next Provincial Elections. 


The annual meeting of the ~ local 
branch of the Temperance and Moral 
Reform League of Alberta was held 
in the First Baptist church last even- 
ing with FE. Riéhardeon in‘the chair. 
The object of the meeting was to 
carefully review the progreés that the 
temperance cause has made in the 
city and in the province during the 
past year and to elect officers for the 
ensuing term, 

FE. Richardson, as chairman of the 
loeal district, showed that the Edmon- 
toh “briftth hips decomplished much 
since its organization on September 
20th of last year. He referred to the 
census of ‘the City that was undertak- 
en hy the members of the league and 
to the cancellation of an hotel license 
which resulted therefrom. The dele- 
gation which had waited on the gov- 
ernment with a petition that the bars 
of the province be closed at 7 o'clock 
in the evening had not been entirely 
sueccessiul but the closing hour had 
been changed form 11.30 to 10 o'clock. 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, he said, 
Were under good local option laws 
and considerable progress had been 
made in Ontario although it was sad- 
died with the three-fifths clauee, He 
also drew attention to the prohibition 
wave that has been spreading over 
the United States and to the license 
law in Great Britain by which 30,000 
licenses were reduced. He was of the 
opinion that Abberta had also made 
very considerable advance in the 
cause of temperance. 

Mr. Geo. Cushing, secretary-treae- 
urer, after reading a very favorable 
finarrtial statement, said that nas a re- 
ault of the year’s work, the west could 
throw back the insinuation implied 
by the east that life in the western 
province is fast and loose. He felt 
that 'the west was making very con- 
siderable progress in the line of tem- 
perance and moral reform. 

Prohibition in Five Years. 

“Alberta will see the abolition of 
the bar in tive years,” said Rev. W. 
G. W. Fortune, field secretary for the 
province. ‘“Hitherto when approach- 
es have been made to the government 
there was no evidence of the mandat 
of the people for temperance legiala- 
tion, but as a result of this year's 
work local branches of the league 
have been formed in nearly every city 
aa town in the province and as a 
result temperance sentiment is now 
very strong. I? plebiscite were sub- 
mitted now, fully 75 per cent. of the 
people of Alberta. would vote for the 
suppression of the liquor traffic.” 

Mr. Fortune stated that from 75 to 
90 per cent. of the business men of 
the province have shown their inter. 
est in the movement and have made 
cash contributions to propagate it. 
They are beginning to realize that the 
bar room is a “gold brick” to~ the 
tewn andes decided detriment.to their 
business interests. The bar is Took- 
ed upon as a noxious appendix to the 
social body and the government will 
soon be obliged to perform the opera- 
tion of removing it. 


“As the law stands at the present! 


time in Alberta we accept it,” anid 
Mr. Fortune, “and are doing all we 
can to see it enforced. In my cir- 
euit of the province from one end 
to the other, I have come across in- 
étanees where ‘blind pigs’ are in op- 
eration and where liquor is sold il- 
legally but in every case where jn- 
formation hee been laid before the 
license branch of the attorney gen- 
eral’s department immedifite action 
has been taken and the illegal sale ot 
liquor stamped out, Law suita are 
new pending where license commis- 
sioners ate alleged to haye granted 
Heenses illegally and unserupulously 
and if the cases can be proven the 
licenses so granted will be cancelled 
The temperance sentiment of the pro- 
vinee is aroused and will not rest un- 
til legislation is enacted which will 
remove the bar room from the pro- 
vinee,”’ 
Wants Plebiscite Taken. 

J. D. Blayney led in the discussion 
on the planks in the platiorm, which 
has been formulated by the Temper- 
ance and Moral Reform League of 
Alberta. 

In considering the aim of the league 
for prohibition of the liquor traffie ‘n 
the province, Mr, Blayney urged that 
there be a plebiscite submitted at the 
hext provincial elections. This will 
let the government know the strength 
of the prohibition eause and _ will 
bring the question prominently before 
the people of the province. He point- 
ed out that the provinee of Saskatche- 
wan has more advanced — legislation 
than Alberta in that the three-fifths 
vole is not requived there and the 
sale ol liquor at the clubs is pro- 
hibited. A plank whiel) he felt. to 
be of great importance was that in 
regard to the elosing of the bars on 
Christmas, New Years and Thanks- 
giving day. . 

Mr. Blayney aleo denounced the 
law which permitted the importation 
of liquor ifto a province or district 
which has carried a prohibitory meas- 
ure, He recommended that 2 petition 
he sent tothe local representative in 
the Federal parliament urging that a 
provings vor district may be able not 


-only ta prohibit the sale. of liquor but 


that it may prohidit the importation 
and manutactuge as well. A plea was 
also, made ior financial assistanee jn 
quashivg'the liquer traffic in Albeita. 
The $10,000 mark was set as neceséary 
to accomplish this purpose. 

Rev. A. M. Maedonald, in a brief 
speech said that the temperance peo- 
p'e in this province needed a plebis- 
cite to impress on them the vital «m- 
portance of the eause for which tiey 
were striving.

TO PROVIDE ASH CANS. 
The health department reports that

permission to call for tenders for the 
manufacture of ash cans which will be

WILL BORE FOR GAS. 

The preliminary work in connection 
with the gas boring operations to be 
carried on on Ross flats this fall by 
Donald Ross and his associates, was 
commenced this morning, wheh a 
gang of men set to work to remove 
the gas boring anpartus from the «+st 
end of the city to the flats. This ma- 
chinery was used by the Northwest 
Gas and Oil company in boring for 
gas on Jasper avenue extension. 

The work of boring for gas will be 
carried onby W. C. Ginter who has 
had extensive experience in this work. 
A hole will be bored to the depth of, 
80 or 900 fect, at which level the 
promoters expect to find gas. Other 
holes will be bored as the necessity 
for them arises and as the supply of 
gas warrants. 

The promoters have made a propoa:- 
tion to the city that they be allowed 
to bore the first hole on city property 
neat the power house, They agree to 
éupply the gas found for use in the 
gas engine at the plant at a price pro- 
portionate to the prevailing price of 
coal, the maximum price being equal 
to $2.50 per ton for coal. They cla'm 
that when the fact is taken into con- 
sideration that thie will save the 
present expense of handling the coal 
and washing the gas, it will mean 
that they will be supplying gas to 
the city at a price equivalent to $1.50 
per ton for coal. 

In the event of the city agree'ng to 
this proposal, the work of boring 
will be started at once and, barring 
accidents, gas should be found about 
the middle of November if it is here 
at all. With a mild winter the work 
can be proceeded with all winter.
